Hnyward et. tu: vs. The School Exam- 
iners. — Mr. Hett appeared for the do- I 
fendants to show cause against the rule 
granted on the 5th October last requiring 
them to mm a certificate as a teacher to 
Mrs. Sarah Hayward. 

The learned counsel proceodod to stty 
Ihrtt the rule was granted on the .nffiilavita 
of Mr. and ilrs, ^ayward, which he pro- 
otiedod to read, together «itl> correspun- 
denoo relating thereto. 

In the course of an interruption Mr. 
Justice Gray said if Mfa, Hayward had 
complied with the statute and had got tSo 
necessary number of marks she wan en- 
titled to her certificate; but, tlioii, the 
question was, wor« those in.irks obtained 
6oiia fide, Befpve issuing ilio rulo lie (Mr. 
firay) had glvon the case groat attention. 

Mr. Hett then proceeded to read the 
jutigmont of Mr. Justice Gray in issuing 
the rule (already published) and st.!ited 
that the defence was thi.s : Tlio oianii- 
ners believe tliat Mrs. Hayward received 
Hssistanco in answering her examination 
papers, that her answers were not the em- 
anation of her own mind, and that she 
Ijad the assistance of tliird parties. 

Th? Chief Jn.stice said the Court would 
nrefev to hear the logid part of the ijues- 
tion first. 

Mr. Hett said another branch of thodu- 
' fence WQS. that tlic mandamus would net 
lie. 

The Chief Justice said ho should like 
tu hear that arguod. 

Mr. Hett read sec. 8 of thf^ Scliuol 
Act and claimed that any two of the ex- 
ninlrie'rs could sign a certificate ami make

Tlioij did no,t_,.oxiat when, the mandamus 
was issued, and' could hoc issue a certifi- 
cate ■ if; orderdd.'- Tlioy ' wore appointed 
for this particular examination. 

The fcliief Justice — 'They wore appoint- 
ed to grant cortificatos and if thoy did

Mr. Justice Crease — Tlio poiut_to be 
decided is whothor^the^xamiiiera liad 
power to refuse cerlific&tes^ tfj ; 

Mr. Hett read from thVGcweWe to sliow 
tliat the examiners were appointed to 
grant certiticntes. 

Tlie Chief Justice — But not to lefiise 
them. Thoy had no power to refuse. 

Mr. Justice Gray— If the jict was com- 
plied with it becaine'thpii'"'dlity to' grant 
cortifioatea. ^ .'' 

Mr. Hett quoted from, authority to 
sliow that tho examiners could hdt'bo Iield 
to bo ofScers de facto. 

Tlio Chief Justice — The 'applicant may 
want us to examine the examiners. 

!&Ir.Hett submitted 'that the regulations 
published by the examiners had not the 
iorco of law. 

Sir. Justice Gray — That may bo a goad 
point; but if those regulations are not to 
have any eQ'cct it is a. most lamentable 
state of things and there had better be a 
new House of Assembly called at once. 

The Chief .Justice — Section 9, sub-sec- 
tion K!, gives tho superintendent power 
to make instructions and prepare forms. 

Mr. J uatico Creasu wantetl to know if 
tlioae regulations for tlie time being would 
have the force of law ? Wliother thoy 
were imperative 1 

Mr. Hett referred to the Act of 187C, 
and found tho same language therein as 
occurred in sub-aoctii'ii 13 of tho present 
Act, except that Board of Education stood 
for board of Examiners. 

Mr. Justice Gray said tliat Mr. Hett 
waa now bound to sliow that tlte .preced- 
ing act was not binding. 

The Chief Justice said that ho cuuM 
not see from the Act of 1879 tliat tho su- 
perintendent had any power to issue re- 
gulations ; but tlioso regulations were 
confiriiied by thoLieut.-Governorin Coun- 
cil, a higher power than tho superintend- 
ent. The rogulationa seemed to be bind- 
ing. ; I- 

Mr. Justice Gray — If a maii accepts the 
appointment of siiporintendontlie h bound 
to comply with the' statute, 

Mr. Hett claimed tlmt tlie regulations 
wore discretionary. 

Mr. Justice Urease — Then you say 
that the Ijieut. -Governor in Council'.s re- 
gulations are not respected. 

Mv. Justice Gi'.'\y — T>o you moan 
to say tiiat the superintendent has tlie 
power to formulate regulations and that 
after they liad all been obeyed he should 
turn round and say that after all it was 
only discretionary with him and he would 
not issue the certificates. Is ho in a po.si- 
tion to take advantage of liis own wrong i 

Mr. Justice Crease — Is ho estopped by 
his own act '! I want to see that tho legal 
chain of ol)ligation is carried on step by 
stop and that the examiners are bound by 
law. It seemed strange after the regula- 
tions had been corhplied with— after they 
had been made by the Lieut. -Governor in 
Council, that they wore not liiiidiiig. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Tlion wiiat right has 
any one to a certificate ? 

Mr. Hett contended that there was no 
power to make the regulations. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Then where is tho 
power conferred to determine what shall 
or sliall not entitle a person tea first class 
certificate] If the Act is capable of the 
legal construction Mr. Hett puts upon it 
it is tho greatest fraud ever put upon any 
country. 

Mr. Justice Crease still wanted to see 
whether the ])roiiiulgation of rogulation.s 
was imperative. 

.Mr. Ilett .said tlieve was no power given 
the oxauiiuevK to cioato more than tlirec 
classes, whereas thoy had creatcil six, and 
MO power was given anyone to framo 
rides and regulations. 

Mr. .Justice Gray .said the Act aaid if 
certain things wore dono tho pisrson doing 
them was entitled to a certificate. No 
one was to bo satisfied. He only had to 
do them, of course bona fide. 

Mr. Hett further quoted authority 
showing that a roandamuB should not. bo 
granted whore it would bo attended with 
manifest hardship. Tho learned counsel 
could not find an instance of one being 
issued to compel examiners to grant a cer- 
tificate. A inand:uuu3 should not bo is- 
sued when there was any doiilit with re- 
ference to it, Further, tho cxaminors 
wore not obliged to grant certificates to 
all candidates who miglit pass a good ex- 
amination. Ho contended thai tho ex- 
aminers had disorotionary power and that 
thoy had exercised that discretion in re- 
fusing Mrs. Hayward her certificate. 

AFTER IlECESS, 
Mr. Hett continued to quote copious 
authorities in support of his demurrer to 
the mandamus to show that tho intention 
of the Act \va3 to give the exainineia dis- 
cretionary power. Would tiio oiaminers 
hav« boon bound to issue tho cortificato to 
Mrs. Hayward if she had come forward 
and said that she had not written the an- 
swers herself ■( 

Mr. Justice Gray — fraud wil| vitiate 
any agreomenl, 

Tlie Chief Justice thought that if Mrs. 
Hayward h.ad oome forward and said so 
herself perhaps they would not bo justifi- 
ed in issuing tho certificate ; but if they 
had no knowledge of fraud thoy mi^'ht be 
bound to i.ssup a cerlific;\tu it tin) roquired 
numbev of marks were obtained. 

Mr, .Hettj.-in reply to Mr, Justice Gray, 
safd the " dxaininora were fundi officio 
after they had made their report ! 

Mr. Justice Gray — Hut when aro the 
examiners required to mr,ko their report ( 
Mr. Justice Crease —Thoy aro required 
to grant certificates. 

The Chief Justice— They luti refiuirod 
to sntiif cpetifloatps for sqiuo class. There 
does not seem to bo any pQ\Yor to refuse. 

Mr, JuHtico Crense— That would ho nb- 
snrd, indeed, 

Mr. Hett, in continuing his argument, 
said certain affidavits had been filed which 
wore not strictly regular, but liis clients 
would coiisopt to llio admission of these 
affidavits with tlie proviso I hat the wit- 
liesaes should bo subjected to a cross-ex- 
amination. He claimed that the n)anda- 
muB would liQt iitt in thiij case and asked 
that thp rule lie dismissed )vitli costs. 

Mr. Theo. Davie rose le argue in favor 
of the rule and said whereas formerly a 
writ of mandamus was seldom resorted to 
except in extraordinary cases ii v.-as 
now (upder the Judicaluro Act) a very 
common proceeding. An examination 
was iield in July laijt ; Mrs, Hayward 
presented herself ns a candid.ate for a cer- 
tificate J her marks wore auBiciont to en- 
title her to a cortificato, which, liowovor, 
the examiners refused to grant unless sho 
should submit to another examination. 
Tho certificate was refused bocauso the 
exaniuftcra alleged that .thoJ^aiia.>Tett -wjoro 
not,-ll»nft,/ft^f: M>'i'''Hii^5iv8JMV.h8^'''be9n> 



deprived of ov0ry"opporfuni^to*8et' Her- 
self right. Had the examiners believed 

w];,\t they alleged to be tho case thoy 
might have withheld legal proceedings 
against lier. Thoy had not done so, and now 
in December Mrs.Hayward iscompelledin 
her own vindication to come before this 
court and aak for a writ of mand.-imus. 
Supposing.' ji ;certificate to liavc been 
granted and then suspended by the 
sujierintendent, slie could have had .an 
appeal to tho governor in council, a lU'o- 
sutn.ably fair tribunal. But his client was 
deprived by this privilege, and liad been 
coiulenirod, contrary to a well undei-atood 
legal maxim, unheard. A case was (juoted 
where a member of un insurance com- 
pany had been o.xpe lied and tho judges 
hold that his expulsion was void because 
ho had not been heard. Tho defendants 
had imputed misconduct to Mrs. Hay- 
ward and had condemned Jier without a 
hearing. Having passed one examination 
they wore not justified in demanding that 
sho should pass another.' If all tho 
teachers had boon required to do the 
samo perhaps they would have been 
justified in doing so. The contention of 
tlio examiners was that they are fundi 
officio, but Mr. Davie showed that that 
contention woidd only hold good if the 
term of office had not expired or tho 
ofiicial was beyond tho jurisdiction of tlio 
court. Tlie examiners aro not out of 
ofiicc till all certificates aro granted or re- 
fused. In this case tho refusal is con- 
sidered null and void. The cxaminors 
believe that Mrs. Hayward received as- 
sistance and that her' answers wore not 
tlie product of lier own oflbrt. If they 
had informed Mrs. Hayward that tliey 
believed she had received assistance she 
could at once have said tliat such was not 
tho case. The refusal w;us no refusal at 
all. Tho argument that tho examiners 
had resigned and that nothing more could 
bo done was an absurdity and would not 
hold in a court of law as it would bo an 
ca.Hy way of coiumitting nionstrou.s 
wrongs without liopo of rodrcs.". .\u- 
thnritios were then cited in support of 
tho learned counsel's contention. A 
further objection was that the rrlcs and 
rogulationa have not tho force of law. 
This was a strangecontention to advance, 
as Mrs. Hayward was called upon with 
other.s to sul)mit to an examination under 
them. Tliese rules and regulations could 
not be impeached as thoy wore oatablishod 
by the Lieut. Governor in Council. He 
contended that apart from this the 
Interpretation Act would ^iro the ex- 
aminers full power to estoblish rules and 
regulations forconducting an examination. 
Additional force is given to that view of 
tlio question by the genernl tenor of the 
school net which calls upon the suporiii- 
tendont to framo rules and reiruhilions for 
the governance of public schooLs, exami- 
nations, ito. , Ac, and also to report an- 
nually, &c. It w.is not contended tliat 
these rules and rogulation.s were original. 
Tlicy were nioroly nssimilatod from those 
of other provinces, just as the 
ciuMtions. aubraitted to the 'toachors nt 
the late examination were taken. 

The court here adjourned to 11 :30 u. m,
